Communism rescued the 


masses of Chinese peasants from 


starvation, unemployment and 
lack of education It 
transformed the China of the 


emperor into a China which is 
responsive to the basic needs of 
its people. So concluded J 
Stuart Innerst, former American 
missionary to China from 
1920-1927 

Innerst was the first American 
missionary to be invited back to 
the People’s Republic of China 
He spent five weeks this past 
summer touring schools, 


hospitals, factories, and other 
institutions 
Speaking to perhaps 150 


people last Friday in a speech 
sponsored by the Cultural 
Programs Committee, the gray 
haired old gentleman credited 
Mao Tse-tung and his communist 
revolution with rebuilding a 
China that meets the needs of its 
people 

“The reason that Communism 
is in China today is due to the

fact that the Communisis came 
in and did the things that the 
multitudes of people for 
centuries felt needed doing,” 
Innerst said 

Upon his return there this 
summer Innerst said, “As soon 
as | noticed the face of the land, 
I knew it was a new China.” 
Huge fields farmed by the 
collective labor of the commune 
have replaced the tiny plots of 
land that the Chinese peasants 
were forced to rent from the 
land gentry at high rents before 
the revolution 

Beggars are gone from the 
streets of the cities and 
rickshaws, thought to be a 
demeaning form of manual labor 
by Mao, are no longer used 
Innerst spoke of the new child, 
new woman, new student and 
new soldier who have emerged 
from the revolution 

Children in China today are 
being educated, in contrast to 
the past. Female children are no 
longer killed at birth, which was 
occurance 


not an infrequent 


when Innerst was in China in the 
20's. If a family felt it could not 
feed another baby a girl child 
was disposed of at birth 

Innerst spoke of a woman 
doctor he knew as a missionary 
who salvaged a girl baby from a 
trash heap. 

Things of this nature no longer 
occur in China. All children are 
educated in the basic subjects 
such as science, Chinese language 
and history, and the liberal arts 
Central to a child’s education, of 
course, is right thinking 
politically which begins in 
kindergarten. 

A new emancipated woman has 
surfaced as a result of the 
revolution in 1949. Chinese 
marriage laws of 1950 guarantee 
women equal status and rights 
with men, something unheard of 
in the male-dominated Chinese 
society of the past 

Women work at basically the 
same jobs as men. Innerst said, 
“I saw women who were welders 
in the Shang-hai shipyards. I saw 
them working on heavy 


FOOD AND CLOTHING PRICES RISE 
IN PHASE II

As long as you don’t have to 
buy food or clothing, President 
Nixon's ‘“‘Phase II’’ price 
controls are working great 

That was the good word from 
Carl Bell, director of the 
Division of Food and Textiles of 
the national Price Commission, 
when he spoke last Thursday to 
CSUS's ‘‘Perspectives in 
Economics” class 

Consumers fail to notice the 
effectiveness of price controls 
because the soaring price of raw 
agricultural products 
specifically exempted by 
wage-and-price freeze legislation 
- is transferred to them in terms 
of 5% increases on bread, 
hamburger, and tennis shoes 

Mr. Bell assured his listeners 
that other prices - that of cars, 
for instance — could be raised 
only as much as the cost to the 
manufacturer increased. 

Quarterly, the Price 
Commission compares the 
amount of profit per car to the 
company’s Base Period Profit 
Margin, which was the 
company’s profit margin just 
before the wage-and-price freeze 
went into effect. 

If the company is exceeding its 
Base Profit Margin, it is directed 
to “roll back” prices and, if 
possible, to reimburse those 


buyers that it has been 
overcharging. In fact, a flagrant 
price contro! violator is required 
to pay back triple the aniount, 
according to Mr. Beil. 

“What about ‘Ma Beil’?” (no 
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relation) a listener asked. “Why 
doesn't she have to pay back 
triple?” 

Mr. Bell, of Washington, D.C.,

machinery in various factories. 

They were in many places of 
prominence.” 

A new student has emerged 
who is not removed from the 
peasants of the country. Before 
the revolution, intellectuals 
would not condescend to do any 
type of manual labor. Mao has 
changed this 

“Mao Tse-tung doesn't 
any privileged class again to arise 
that is s@€parated from 
experience in producing the 
necessities of life.” In an 
attempt to bring the masses of 
China together to produce the 
basic necessities of life, Mao has 
made it mandatory that all 
professionals work for a certain 
time each year at some type of 
manual labor 

Workshops have been 
established in all schools in 
which children take time from 
their studies to either raise small 
crops or produce various 
commodities. Innerst spoke of 
one workshop he saw in which 
the children were producing and 
boxing Chinese chess sets. 

This is all an attempt to 
produce a new type of 
intellectual who won’t think of 
work as demeaning. 

On May 7, 1966 Mao said that 
a bureaucracy was again 
developing which looked like the 
old society. The party officials, 
he said, were getting away from 
the masses. He felt they should 
get back in touch with the 
people. 

As a result, a number of May 7 
schools were established 
throughout China where party 
officials and intellectuals come 
and work for a few months out 
of the year. 

The soldiers of Chairman Mao 
are different from the soldiers of 
the warlurds. These new soldiers 


want 
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no longer loot and rape but 
instead concentrate their efforts 
rather than 
destruction. As well as being a 
fighting army, they also help 
with the harvests and in the 
factories as they are needed 


on construction 


Innerst went on to explain that 
Mao's system is not favored by 
all of the people. He estimated 
that approximately 2% of the 
population doesn't like it. Those 
often the

remember the old days 

When these peopie object 
Innerst explained “An effwort is 
made to get them to rethink 
their position. We call it 
brainwashing.’’ This effort 
would often be persuasion, but 
violence sometimes occurs. 

The masses are highly 
dedicated to their new system 
which has greatly improved their 
lives. Driven by a self-imposed 
discipline, the average Chinese 
worker desires to minister to the 
ends of the social revolution. 
‘*Serve the people’ was a 
rallying cry Innerst encountered 
time and again during his visit. 
Innerst stressed that we as 
Americans should not be quick 
to judge their system by our 
own standards. He said, “You 
simply can’t measure these 
things by the norms and 
standards of our Western 
culture. They never did have the 
kind of freedoms thst we had 
and you mustn't test it at that 
point.” 

“You ask a peasant, ‘Do you 
feel Free?’ ‘Yes, | was freed in 
the liberation in 1949. Freed 
from thet landlord who was 
always breathing down my neck, 
freed from the fear of hunger, or 
inemployment or lack of 
medicine.’ Now they have these 
things.”

professor who has been notified 
ot dismissal procedures against 
him. His student evaluations are 
2/3 in his favor, yet the tenured 
taculty (they become 
god-like with every paragraph) 
States that he is ineffective 
Again they are acting without 
student support 

The red tape procedures which 
the professor is following to 
fight his dismissal are thus far 
futile 

The fact is that I, as a student, 

have no say about my

education. The State laws in 
California make no provisions 
for student imput in _ these 


matters nor do they require a 
hearing for the professor in 
question. Both students and 
professors lie at the mercy and 
integrity (and I use the term 
loosely) of the tenured faculty 
There is no law to protect 
students from this type of 
academic rape 

An issue that is no secret to 
anyone is that of irrelevancy of 
curriculum, and the lack of 
academic freedom for students 
in dealing with this curriculum. 
The basic education courses 
(140, 147, 148, 380) have all 
been accused of being totally 
useless. I personally was not 
totally aware of the utter futility 





of these courses until | went 
from the magic fairyland of the 
university out into the real 
world. It was there that I did my 
reai learning without the help of 
the book and grade-oriented 
School of Education. My 
experience is not a unique one. 

Now with more and more T.A 
and fieldwork, students are 
becoming aware of the 
uselessness of these basic 
courses. Some find it easier to 
grin and bear it all, but others 
wish to do something more 
meaningful. One Statistics major 
wished to waive the course work 
in Ed. 148 (Measurement and 
Evaluation) and do 15 hours a 
week field work using her 
Statistics experiences in a project 
dealing with measurement and 
evaluation. The professor readily 
agreed to her proposal, but 
informed her that she would still 
have to attend class sessions so 
that she wouldn't miss any 
“important” information. At 
Present, this professor is boring 
her into a stupor during class 
meetings 

Is this the academic freedom 
on which this University was 
founded? Contracting for course 
work is not illegal nor 
subversive. Why then are we 
kept 
where an

In 1970 a group of faculty and 
students on this campus fought a 
court case to be recognized asa

won it. They are now struggling 
against a very insidious form of 
oppression.

When | met with a group of 
these people last week I must 
say | was disappointed. They 
turned out to be ordinary 
people. What a let down!! If you 
passed one of these people on 
the street you wouldn't cringe or 
hide your young child from him 
or her You might be tempted, 
however, to return one of their 
smiles. 

Wait a minute...they're not like 
the ordinary person. They're too 
honest and friendly to be the 
average student or faculty 
member on this campus. 

These people, who are involved 
in the Gay Liberation 
movement. have had more than 
their share of problems on this 
campus. In the Spring of 1970, 
ASSSC (Associated Students of 
Sacramento State College) took 
Otto Butz (then acting President 
of the college) and the Board of 
Trustees to court for failure to 
be granted recognition as an 
official campus organization. An 
unprecedented decision was 
handed down by a Sacramento 
Superior Court judge. which 
forced the University to 
recognize the Society for 
Homosexual Freedom as a valid 


campus organization. In_ the 
Spring Semester of 1971 they 
changed their name to Gay 


Liberation, the 
official campus name now 

Things were relatively quiet for 
about a year after the court case 
until some of the club's 
members decided to organize a 
Gay Studies Program, similar to 
the Women's Studies Program 
and the Peace Studies Program. 
This program offers courses in 
several different departments on 
gay matters and life styles, not 
only for gay students but 
straight students as well 

Marty Rogers, associate 
professor of Psychology and 
faculty adviser to the Gay 
Liberation; Barbara Bryant, a 
graduate student and member of 
the Women’s Studies Board; and 
two other students, Joe and Chris , 
outlined some of the hassles the 
Gay Studies Program has 
encountered to date 

After approval and budgeting 
by the Student Senate last 
Spring, the Gay Studies Program 
requested that it have its courses 
listed in the schedule of classes 
for this semester under its own 
heading, Women's 
Studies class which

1692. The theme of this find has been woven into 
the concepts of Desiderata Community School 

When I arrived at 2425 Sierra Blvd.. the morning 
meeting was about to begin. Students and staff 
members alike were playing, talking, smoking 
laughing, playing musical instruments — just 
getting warmed up for another week at Desiderata 

One of the first problems on every Monday is 
moving the office back into the school 

Since the school is located on the Unitarian 
Church grounds, school members cannot leave 
belongings on the premises during the weekend 

On this Monday | was fortunate enough to be 
caught in the bustle in the drenching rain—a staff 
member and a group of enthusiastic students 
moved the office trom the giant geodesic dome, in 
back, into the school Obviously there are financia! 
and facility problems, but still the free schoo! 
struggles onward 

When Mike Filippini, a staff member, was talking 
of the independence of the people of Desiderata 
he spoke of the most important thing that he feels
